TINY OXEN. 


One of the greatest curiosities among the domesti- 
cated animals of Ceylon is a breed of cattle known to the 
zoologists as the “ sacred running oxen.” They are the 
dwarfs of the whole ox family, the largest specimens of 
the species never exceedir g thirty inches in height. One 
sent to the Marquis of Uanterbury in the year 1891, 
which is still living and is believed to be somewhere 
near ten years of age, is only twenty-two inches high, 
and weighs but 1094 pounds. 

In Ceylon they are used for quick trips across country 
with express matter and other light loads, and it is said 
that four of them can pull a driver of a two-wheeled 
cart and a 200-pound load of miscellaneous matter sixty 
to seventy miles a day. : 

They keep up a constant swinging trot or run, and 
have been known to travel 100 miles in a day and night 
without either food or water. No one knows anything 
concerning the origin of this peculiar breed of miniature 
cattle. They have been known on the island of Ceylon 
and in other Buddhistic countries for more than a 
thousand years. Ae 

One story told to account for their origin is to the 
effect that they were originally cattle of the ordinary 
height and bulk, that a Buddhistic priest was once 
imprieoned in a stone building, one balf of which was 
used asacattle stable During the night he d. 
to dislodge one of the stones in his prison walls. e 
stone in question was exactly two and a half feet square.

THE RAG TRADE OF DEWSBURY. 


THOSE readers of P.W. who know anything at all 
about Dewsbury will be able to call to mind the fact 
that the street traffic consists, to a large extent, of 
enormous heavily-laden lorries of ragh at probably 
very few people outside the clothing districts of York- 
shire know what an important place in trade and com- 
merce these old rags take. 

Old rags to be of any use to Dewsbury must contain 
a certain proportion of wool, or consist entirely of it. 
Hundreds of tons are taken into the town every week, 
there to be knocked down under the auctioneer’s hammer 
at the lar rag sales which are held, and then to be 
conve: into what is known as rag-wool, or “ shoddy.” 

When the rags reach Dewsbury, of course all sorts 
and conditions go to make up the bulk. The different 
varieties have to be sorted out carefully, and placed in 
different heaps. A sailor's jersey, for instance, is of 
different texture to the worn-out evening dress suit, or 
a soldier's coat, and, considering that the rags reach 
Dewsbury from nearly every foreign and colonial port, 
it can be easily understood that the job of sorting is not 
an easy one. 

Soldiers of all nations have to surrender their uniforms 
at stated intervals; and after these have been worn by 
someone else until they are absolute rags, they are 
collected and shipped to this country, eventually finding 
their way to the Dewsbury sales. The same thing 
applies to ts, blankets, shirtings, stockings, bed- 
curtains, and the like, from all over world. 

Wool ra; ® go direct to the grinder for treatment. 
Even the 2 is used, this being saved and sold as 
manure. Mixed cotton and woollen rags must have the 
vegetable fibre destroyed without in any way injuring 
the woollen material. This is done by what is known 
as the “carbonising” process. The raw material is 
then sold to man in various parte of the 
world, and as time goes on probably finds its way back

THE PENNY DREADFUL. 


How iT 18 Mave. 


A CHANGE has come over the spirit of the young boy’s 
dream. Whereas formerly his ambition was to fight 
Indians, now he sighs to become a detective. This 
alteration is due to a recent revolution in the character 
st populsr juvenile literature. 

he penny detective stories in book form with which 
the country is flooded are nearly all printed in London. 
Several firms are engaged in the business together, 
issuing from their presses hundreds of thousands of 
these blood-curdling novelettes every week. 

Twenty years ago the demand for sensational juvenile 
literature was met with stories about Indians. For the 
latter there is no longer any market. Their place has 
been taken by romances of crime, the interest of which 
turns on the skill with which the detective hero ferrets 
out the criminals. Tales of this description were 
originated by the French. 

a matter of fact, the detective hero is merely the 
Indian fighter of the old-style penny dreadful adapted 
to another environment. He is the civilised scout, and 
the blood-thirsty foes with whom he contends are 
metropolitan criminals instead of wild red men. His 
adventures are similar to those whigh his prototype 
encountered in dealing with savages. Every now and 
then the wicked le whom he is trying to bring to 
justice get the better of him. They make him a 

risoner, bind him hand and foot and perhaps torture 
fin, but he always succeeds in making his escape, and 
finally turns the tables upon them. Virtue is invariably 
triumphant in the sensational novel of this kind. In 
the last chapter of all the wicked ones are duly 
punished. 

Certain rules of composition for the construction of 
detective stories are rigidly laid down by the publishers. 

To begin with, there must be no elaborate “ love busi- 
” No “fine writing” is tolerated. It must be 
plain as a pikestaff. All descriptions are to be avoided, 
uld be as much dialogue as possible. If 
oe cticable, it is best to “run” the entire me ed

This may not be the highest order of literary art, but 


it covers space. It is “ fat for the writer as well as for 
the printer.” 

Each of the firms which publishes these detective 
stories employs an editor, who makes it his business to 
read all the papers carefully every day. He looks out 
for stirring events of all sorts, such as crimes, senea- 
tional captures, and criminal trials of unusual interest. 
These afford themes and suggestions. 

A suitable dramatic incident being in this way dis- 
covered, the literary chief scissors it out and hands it 
over to the artist, who draws a picture for a front page 
illustration. At the same time he gives a duplicate of 
the clipping to a writer, who is expected to produce the 
tale complete, from 40,000 to 60,000 words in length, in 
about four days. If the author requires more than a 
week for such a piece of work he is of no use as a producer 
of detective stories. 

The artist takes two days to make the picture, and the 
engraver requires three ek to reproduce it in the mre 
of a wood--ut. Thus at the end of five or six dayst 
story is in type, with the cut ready toprint from. The 
novel is rushed through press and bindery, and a 
in the shop windows simultaneously with the illustrated 
weekly newspapers which contain accounts of the 
event on which the story is founded. 

Detective stories are not necessarily founded on 
topics of current news, however. Such haste is only 
required with tales which have to meet an immediate 
popular demand, public attention having been called to 
a striking event. For emergencies of this sort the 
editor has two or three regular men to depend on. 

The rest of the nvvel-writing is done by Bohemians, 
usually men who have performed a higher order of 
literary labour in the past, but who have been unfortu- 
nate cnd are “on their uppers,” though retaining the 
facility for turning out copy, which is the prime essential 
in this kind of work. 

But it is the last ditch of literature. 

For a book of 4),000 to 60,000 words the price paid is 
only £10 to £12. The time ordinarily employed in 
doing such a task is two weeks, no emergency com- 
pelling greater speed. The consumption of brain tissue 
involved is probably more rapid for the money gained 
than in any other occupation. Consider, also, that 
much of the toil is done between sprees. 

The system by which the editor gives out themes and 
directions for tle stories to the writers is a new de- 

arture. Formerly the latter supplied their own ideas. 
ood-cuts are invariably used for the front page 
illustrations because they are so much brighter and 
clearer than pictures reproduced y photo-engraving or 
other photographic processes. ‘‘ Process ” pictures are 
employed to some extent for the inside puges.

WHAT A FRENCH CIRCUS COSTS. 


Ir any Englishman wants to know what a circus 
really is he must go to France. Our peregrinating 
menageries are twopenny-halfpenny affairs by the side 
of them. 

In France there were, u

to a short time ago, four 
first-class menageries—Bidel’s, Pianet’s, Redenbuch’s, 
and Pezon’s—besides fifteen smaller ones. Each of the 
four large ones represents a capital of from £12,000 to 
£18,000, exclusive of about forty horses, material, tents, 
cages, etc., which, in all probability, make the total up to 
£20,000. Pezon’s was unfortunately burned out a few 
months back. 

All the circuses named above have given up keeping 
elephants or camels, on account of their remarkable 
capacity for breaking the roofs of the carriages in which 
they are transported from one town to another. 
The last elephant owned by Pezon, while passing in 
front of the opera house at La Villette one night, 
thought he would like to explore the Café de la Paix; 
he entered it and broke half-a-dozen chairs, and several 
hundred wine glasses and china saveers. This little 
piece of amusement cost Pezon about £20; and during 
the last f-- onthe that he owned the beast it ran up 
a bill cf 

One would think that the animals would contract 
diseases and die prematurely on account of the narrow- 
ness of their cages. They are all, however, in superb 
condition, their manes and hair are thick, rheumatism 
does not stiffen their limbs, and quite a lot of them have 
lived to the age of thirty years. Moreover, these animals 
bring forth young, which is a very rare thing. even in 
the Zoological Gardens. Pezon sold about £2,400 worth 
of lions in one year, all of which were his own breeding. 

The daily expenses of one of these menageries is 
approximately £12, made up ae follows: Personnel £4, 
food £3 10s. to £4, light and rent from £4to £5. The 
staff is counted under three distinct headings: ring, 
orchestra, and management. The seven or eight ring- 
men are charged with the care of the animals; they 
drive the teams, and take it in turns to keep watch at 
night. They all sleep among the beasts, and some even 
in the cages. The wages of these men are from £1 to 
30s. a week, and the foreman of the gang gets about £2 
aweek. The musicians get five shillings a day, while 
the bandmaster has ten ; and the manager the same as 
the bandmaster. 

The lighting is usually by electricity. The cost of 
the lighting for one evening 1s from four to five shillings 
per lamp, according to locality; but it is also 
necessary to include the installation of the wires each 
time the m ie moves. This comes to about £10. 

In Paris aaaie are very high. The price is fixed by 
contract by a committee named by the municipality and 
chosen from among the inhabitants of that quarter. It 
generally amounts to about £50 for a fortnight,
